1 . The amendment filed 07/01/09 have been entered and made of record.

The prior art fails to disclose a ring management unit for 
controlling use of ringlets in the at least one aggregate pipe, wherein controlling use of 
ringlets comprises assigning an (n-1)-th ringlet to transport data packets in a 
unidirectional direction and an n-th ringlet to transport control packets in a direction 
opposite to the unidirectional direction, where 1 < n < = N 

Claim 1 1 is allowed. The prior art fails to disclose wherein the method further comprises 
controlling use of ringlets in the at least one aggregate pipe, wherein controlling use of 
ringlets comprises assigning an (n-1)-th ringlet to transport data packets in a 
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unidirectional direction and an n-th ringlet to transport control packets in a direction 
opposite to the unidirectional direction, where 1 < n < = N
